The net reduction of rev- 
enue io be attained will probably be between 
sixty-five and eighty millions, 

Tie conference adjourned at midnight, and 
no one, not even members of the finance com- 
mnlitee, venture to guess now at the feirgth of 
the session. |

NOBODY WANTED TO SPEAK, 


The Oklahoma bill Finds Itself Sadly 
Negiected in the House. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—After disposing of 
various private bills, the house took up and 
considered the bill to establish a United States 
land court and to provide for judicial investi- 
gation and the scttlement of private land 
claims in the territories of Arizona and New 
Mexico, and the state of Colorado. 

On motion of Mr. Smith, of Arizona, an 
amendment was adopted exempting Arizona 
from the provisions of the bill, and the bill 
with the amendment was passed—70 to 24. 

The house then went into a committee of the 
whole on the Oklahoma bill. No gentleman 
was prepared to proceed with the discussion— 
which, according to Mr. Springer, was an ex- 
traordinary condition of affairs—and the com- 
mittee immediately arose.

HAVE BEGUN TO THINK. 


Representative Colored Men who 
are Desirous of Freedom 


FROM BEING REPUBLICAN SLAVES 


The Conference at Indianapolis—Cleveland 
and Thurman Heartily Indorsed— 
Some Interesting Facts, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 25.—The negro 
democratic national conference, called by J. 
Milton Turner and seventeen other colored 
men, convened in the rooms of the Hendricks 
Club in this city at 11 o’clock this morning. 

Some sixty-four delegates were present, be- 
sides thirty or forty negro spectators from the 
city and a dozen or two white men, members of 


the Hendricks club. These, with press repre-’ 


sentatives, comfortably filled the club room. 

J. Milton Turner called the meeting to order, 
and in his address stated that he had issued 
the callin compliance with instructions from 
the national committee. He suggested that 
the conference at once pass into executive ses- 
sion, excluding from the hall all persons not 
holding credentials as delegates, except re- 
porters for the press. 

Thomas Fortune, of New York, wanted all 
outsiders—reporters included—excluded until 
after the temporay organization had been per- 
fected. * He said if there should be any lack of 
harmony it would be then known to the dele- 
gates only. 

Fortune’s proposition was antagonized by 
several delegates atthe same time. After the 
wrangle over the question, Chairman Turner 
finally recognized the point of order that the 
committee had already determined on a tem- 
porary organization. For sustaining this 
point, Turner added that the meeting had 
been called asa democratic negro conference 
by a selection Of what was believed to be the 
best negro culture in the United States, and 
that there was no desire to get anything from 
the newspapers or the public. Fortune de- 
manded to kuow by what authority any com- 
mittee had affected a temporary organization 
and moved that the conference proceed to ap- 
poipt a committee on temporary organization. 

His motion was tabled and Turner, prior to 
surrenderiug the chair, proceeded to explain 
that the call fer the conference had been 1is- 
sued because he believed it was time for negro 
voters to assert their understanding, at least, 
of the primary principles of American sov- 
ereignty. Theelevation of Cleveland to the 
presidency, he said, had brought political 
emancipation which was felt by no one more 
than the negro, and they had the bonesty and 
courage to meet Grover Cieyeland’s adminis- 
tration half way. 

An Ohio delegate cried out: “Why not meet 
Thurman the other half?’’ which brought out 
prolonged cheers and waving of bandanas. 

At the close of Turner’s address he intro- 
duced Charles E. Schelten, of Evansville, 
Ind., as temporary chairman. Schel- 
ton was chosen as an anti- 
Turner democrat at a stormy cauens held last 
night. Sechelton,in the course of his speech, 
mentioned that it was through the aid of the 
demoeratic soldiers that he had escaped into 
Ohio while aslave. He believed the confer- 
ence would eventually be the means of settling 
the negro problem, and it was the purpose of 
the delegates to break what the republicans 
called the ‘‘solid south.’’ 

Noah Plummer, of Massachusetts, was made 
temporary secretary. 

A resolution indorsing Cleveland and Thur- 
man was adopted by a unanimous vote. : 

The balance of the session was occupied in a 
debate over the formation of a committee on 
permanent organization. The chairman an- 
nounced the appointment of a committee on 
permanent organization and then declared the 
conference adjourned until 3o’clock tomorrow. 

A letter from Geo. T. Downing was read, in 
which he declares for a division of the colored 
vote. Speaking of that vote it says: 

lt bas been cast for the republican party by too 
many without the exercise of that judgment that 
should accompany its potential power, andthe man- 
agers ofthat party regarded it as theirs, and felt no 
anuxicty forthe same. They treated it with supreme 
indifference. Its heroic deyotion to party secured 
for it nota tithe ofthe respect and consideration 
manifested toradherents, who they knew would 
resent Jack of respect. The party, he 
says, has been SO remiss that it 
is to be held largely responsible 
for the outrages and murders perpetrated since the 
war on colored persons. ‘That is, if being 1n power 
enables the party to controlthese. It wasin power 
a qguartterof acentury. It hada two-thirds vote in 
congress and republican presidents. The supreme 
court and subordinate courts were composed of re 
publicans. The legislative, judicial and executive 
powers could have acted under the constitution and 
made laws: to protect colored citizens’ rights or 
have taken steps, if necessary, to amend the consti- 
tution and laws, Further, if the republicans had 
heen consistent and had not set the example to pre- 
scribe colored men, there would have been crystal- 
ized asentiment which would have caused the proper 
respectto be manifested for the colored man’s 
rights and feelings. The south has been a close ob- 
server of the fact that republicans, save few, were 
not sincere in their profession of respect for the col- 
ored man’s rights and feeling. Suppose Harrison is 
power in powerin Washington. What would he 
xe able todo to protect colored people in their 
rights? Has not the supreme court created by re- 
publicans, and composed cf republicans, lately 
ailirmed that the outrages which we so bitterly op- 
pose, must be stopped by state, and not by national, 
authorities? This causes us naturally 
to consider more anxiously how best 
to move the people of the states 
and influence political parties. Isit not wise for us 
to make the republican party anxious as t@ghe pos- 
sibility of losing a considerable per centag@ of the 
colored yote, as we are making it, and create, as we 
are doing, coneern among democrats as to the possi- 
bility of their winninga percentage of the same 
sufficient to prove victory? This will gain for the 
coiored man Increased respect, He will not be re- 
spected by any pagty until he makes himself felt; 
until {¢ is understood that he will, like other Ameri- 
cuns, resent an indignity. 

Downing declares in favor of President 
Cleveland's reelection, under whose adminis- 
tration outrages in the south have decreased. 
He concluded his letter with an argument in 
favor of the present administration. 

The evening session was far more lively 
than that of the morning and was given up to 
the discussion of the report of the committee 
on organization and on a majority and minori- 
ty report. 

Thomas Brown, of Springfield, [1., present- 
ed the majority report which recommended 
Professor Peter H. Clark, of Ohio, for perma- 
nent chairman, and Thomas Fortune, of New 
York, permanent secretary, aud E, A. Payne, 
of Illinois, sergeant-ai-arms. 

Joseph R. Houser, of Illinois, presented the 
minority report, which named Milton ‘Turner 
for permanent chairman. 

The motion to substitute minority for major- 
ity report brought two-thirds of the delegates 
to their feet,and the chairman finally recognized 
a large number of delegates who were —.

The Alleged Dynamiters of the “Q’ and 
Their Preliminary Hearing. 

Avrora, Ul., July 25.—The city courtroom 
would not hold all the people who assembled 
today to witness the opening proceedings in 
the ‘“‘Q”’ dynamite conspiracy case. 

The spectators were mostly strikers and 
laboring men, but there was a small sprinkling 
of merchants present anda few ladies, rela- 
tives of the accused. 

The defense took change of venue from 
Justice Baldwin to Justice Gates, who occu- 
pies the same office. Both sides had their 
Chicago lawyers. Attorneys Collier and 
Dawes represented the company; the defense 
had Attorney Donahoe. 

Among the other notables S resent were In- 
formers Bowles and Smith, in charge of 
United States officers, and Detoctives McGinn 
and Mulligan, who was once Defendaut 
Wilson. 

The case for prosecution was opened by Mr. 
Dawes, who stated that he thought it advisa- 
ble for all concerned to hear all the charges at 
one time to save time. Attorneys forthe de- 
fense objected to this, the justice sustaining 
the objection. The case of Bauereisen and 
Smith was taken up on a warrant sworn out 
on July 11 by Superintendent Alexander, 
which charged them with placing dynamite on 
the Chicago, Burlington and. Quincy tracks at 
North Auroria, on the night of June 14. 

The trial will probably last through the 
week.

| ADESPERATE ATTEMPT 


Of Four Hundred Convicts to 
Make their Escape. 


A GENUINE ALABAMA SENSATION. 


They Dig a Passage from the Mines and Al- 
most Escape—The Plot Given Away 
Other Criminal News. 


BiruimncuamM, Ala., July 25.—[Special.J—A 
plot for the escape of four hundred convicts at 
Pratt mines was discovered several days ago, 
but the prison efficials kept the matter so quiet 
that the facts only leaked out today. 

At slope No. 1, about four of the seven hun- 
dred conviets are confined,and there is only one 
entrance into the mine at that place. It seems 
that one of the veins or leads at this slope has 
been worked until it was withina few hundred 
feet of the surface on the other side of the 
mountain. Some ofthe older convicts some 
time ago regeived aplan to dig out of the 
mine. Others were let into the plot,and the 
convicts would work turns on their tunnel after 
completing their day’s tast of mining. The 
number into the plot was increased, until nearly 
all of the four hundred convicts working in the 
slope knew about it, and aided in the work. 

st Saturday, it is said, was the day set 
apaft to force the tunnel through the mountain 
and escape. After all the convicts had entered 
the slope that morning, the entrance was 
blocked on the inside, and then they began to 
dig for liberty. The tunnel lacking only a few 
feet of completion, but the plot had been be- 
trayed, and the guards were on the lookout. 
The obstruction at the mouth of the slope was 
removed and the convicts were driven away 
from their tunne), and forced to return to 
work, 

The ringleaders tere punished, and every 
precaution has been taken to prevent an escape 
by the tunnel route. Only three months ago 
five convicts escaped from Coalburg mines, by 
the same means, and only two of them were 
recaptured. 
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HE FURNISHED THE DYNAMITE. 
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Arrest of a Gunmaker in Chicago for Par- 
ticipation in the Recent Plot. 

Cuicaco, July 25.—The drag net of the law 
enmeshed today another of the anarchists who 
sought revenge ‘upon the representatives of 
the law in the persons of Bontield, Gary and 
Grinnell. 

A gunsmith named Radolph Sebie was ar- 
rested before daylight this morning and is now 
behind prison bars, under bonds of $7,000, He 
is charged with being the individual who fur- 
nished dynamite to the conspirators who in- 
tended to assassinate the three law ofticers 
most prominent in the Haymarket prosecu- 
tion. 

Sebic acknowledged that he has been illegal- 
ly dealing with dynamite, and that he has sold 
over fifty pounds ef the explesive to various 
persons within a year. He will only admit 
having sold ten pounds: toeChicagoans, @hd as- 
Serts that he either never know or cannot re- 
member who they were. Inspector Bonfield 
says he has proof that ten pownds, if not more, 
went to Hronek, Chapek and Chleboun. ; 

It is definitely known that Sebic bought, on 
May 20th,from the American Powder company, 
in Chicago, twenty-five pounds of dynamite. It 
is ten pounds of this purchase that has been 
traced to the recently arrested trio of assassins, 
Sebic claims that ten pounds of the twenty-five 
_went to a farmer in Nebraska. On the 3d day 
of June he purchased twenty pounds more, 
which he claims to have sola to a farmer in 
Miunesota, but is unable to give his name or 
locate him. 

Inspettor Bonfield is positive that Sebic was 
in league with the three dynamiters arrested a 
few days since, and sold them the explosive 
with which they expected to destroy Judges 
Grinnell and Gary. Sebic is a Bohemian, 
twenty-eight years of age and of intelligent ap- 
pearance. He uederstands and speaks but lit- 
tle English. 7 

Inspector Bonfield last night also captured 
several infernal machines. They are of zine 
44 to 5 inches in length, of cylinder shape ann 
24 inches in diameter. Inside these cylinders 
are others of equal height about an inch in 
diameter. These inside cylinders are filled with 
dynamite, and betweenthem and the outside 
covering the space is fullof cut glass, lead slugs 
and broken iron. 

In the tops of the inside cylinders fulminat- 
ing caps are placed with fuses attached, In- 
spector Bonfield will not say whether or not 
these machines were placed in Sebic’s house. 

Sebic’s arrest was kept secret until the mo- 
ment when he was arraigned in court this 
morning. In the meantime he had been sub- 
jected to a vigorous pumping process by In- 
spector Bonfield. 

The proceedings in court occupied but a few 
moments, and consisted of simply putting the 
case on record and fixing the bond heavy 
enough to hold the gunsmith, and continuing 
further proceedings for a week. The grand 
jury, already impaneled to take up the case of 
Sebic’s alleged co-conspirators, will long be- 
fore that time, itis expected, have formally 
indicted all concerned in the diabolical plot.

You have also charged that I am running 
gith one plank in my platform. That means, 
if it means anything, that there are other 
public questions besides the prohibition issue, 
concerning Which you and I, as candidates, 
should declare publicly our position. 

Now, sir, 1am unwilling that these charges 
ahould remain as they are without further dis- 
cussion. I had hoped that another interview 
or; communication might have appeared in 
which you would have followed them up, but 
have been disappointed thus far.

Emmons, McKee & Co. ys. Southern Bell 
Telephone Company etal. Certiorari, from 
Flovd. Garnishment. Laborers.  Certio- 
rari. Before Judge Maddex. 

Bleckley, C. J.—1. Where in answer to a 
garnisl) ment the garnishee admitted indebied- 
ness on account of daily labor performed un- 
der employment tolabor by the day, and the 
answer was traversed on the ground’that the 
employe was not a laborer within the meaning 
of the statute, the issue raised by the traverse 
is fer trial as a question of fact, and upon sus- 
taining a certiorari based on the proceeding, 
the superior court was correct iu remanding 
the case for the trial of that issue. 

2. One who owes wages which are exempt 
from garnisirment, need not pay the money 
into court upon being garnisheed, but may re- 
sist by his answer: The exemption under 
3004 of the code is exemption from the process 
of garnishment, and applies as well to de- 
tention of the money or its lodgment in court, 
a3 to appropriating it to the payment of debts. 
The fund cannot be seized for payment into 
court or any other purpose; and what is sug- 
gested, arguendo, in Banks vs. Hunt, 70 Ga.

With this brief preface, Editor Stead pro- 
ceeds to say that it will not do for Engiand 
to stand back and denounce and underrate 
Russia. The matter is too serious for such 
a mode of opposition. In the event of war 
England will be compelled to resort to a 
rigorous conscription. She will need every 
able-bodied man; a permanent shilling in- 
come tax: subsidies of millions to the 
Turks; the subordination of every industrial 
and political interest to the matter in hand, 
and eyen then, after a tremendous expendi- 
ture of blood and treasure, Russia will still 
be left controlling the whole of northern 
Asia and eastern Europe. 

To show that he has a reason for the 
faith that is in him, the London editor 
throws out this significant sentence: ‘The 
Russian cradle is never empty!”’ 

This is almost literally true. Everywhere 
in Russia, whether in the palace, cottage or 
hovel, wherever there is a cradle it is nearly 
always in active use. Statistics show that 
the excess of Russian births over Russian 
deaths annually is from a million to a 
million and a quarter. This astonishing 
fact can hardly be appreciated by any other 
civilized nation. ‘There are now nearly 
10,000,000 more Russians in the world than 
there were when the present reign began. 

Against such 6dds how can England fight 
successfully, and of what use would it be to 
call in the assistance of one or two other 
powers. The cradle, as Editor Snead says, 
is the Russian safeguard. Napoleon found 
this out. He cut his way to the Russian 
capital and then was driven out of the coun- 
try, leaving scarcely a trace of his march 
behind. It was strange that the man who 
pronounced warfare against the Chinese 


impracticable because there were ‘‘too many | 


of them,’’ should not have held the same 
opinion of the Russians. It is very evi- 
dent, however, that Editor Stead takes this 
view. Ina burst of indignation he says: 

You a: us to believe that the greatest and most 
homogenous mass of mobile humanity existing on 
this planct is bearing down like a tidal wave driven 
by the tempest upon our empire and upon the Bos- 
porus, and you have nothing better to do than to re- 
lieve your feelings by calling it foul names and idly 
discussing the point at which at some future date, if 
your hypothesis be correct, you will be dashed into 
frremediable ruin, 

But his statistics are more effective than 
anything else, and his remarkable point 
about the never empty Russian cradle will 
command atiention. This is the first time 
that the cradle has ever been spoken of asa 
factor in warfare and a menace to the 
proudest nations of the world. And yet it 
is impossible to doubt it. 

Another thing is worthy of note. The 
confident Englishmen who believes that 
they can bar Russia out of Constantinople 
and India are not able to enumerate their 
foes. Who knows the population of Rus- 
sia? Some say it is 90,000,000, while others 
place it at 110,000,000. It may go over even 
the latter estimate, because Russia is a land 
of mystery, and the outside world knows 
almost as little about it as it knows of 
China. It is safe to say that when this 
irresistible power bestirs itself in earnest, 
everything in its way will go down with a 
crash.

the business, police and educational charges 
of the city, your council has made a record 
which reflects credit on the body; and your 
extension of the work of city improve- 
ments is a monument to your enterprise. 
But there is one thing which has not re- 
ceived that attention at your hands which 
its importance has merited, and tnless you 
do something about it, the commendation 
which your council has received for what it 
has effected, will be more than offset by 
complaint at what you have left undone. 

We refer to the necessity for the establish- 
ment of an effective sanitary and sewerage 
system forthe city. True, the sewers of 
the city have been put in a better condition 
during the past year, but they are yet by no 
means what they ought to be. They should 
be extended, and many of them should be 
enlarged. It is a big undertaking to inaugu- 
rate the improvements on the scale which 
caution demands, but Atlanta has success- 
fully attempted tasks of a more difficult and 
expensive nature. 

Another thing which should commend it- 
self to your careful consideration is the im- 
portance of closer attention to sanitation. 
There are but two sanitary inspectors, to 
cover the whole city, and while both are 
competent officers, it is a matter of impossi- 
bility for them to give proper attention to 
their work. Two mencannot inspect every 
lot in the city as often as necessary and in 
attempting to do so their work becomes 
hasty and unsatisfactory. Some residence 
lots will not be kept in a cleanly condition 
without constant official notification, and 
the garbage from one such place will poison a 
whole block.

against.

Mr, Morrison passed 
through East St. Louis late last night en route for 
his home at Waterloo. He said:

Congressman Stewart, of Georgia, did not deliver to | 


south bound train at Odell station, several 
miles this side of Gainesville, where they found 
“The lion of the tribe of Judah” in shirt 
sleeves, and the gallant young Indianian in a 
long flowing duster. Messrs. Frank Arnold 
and W. T. Turnbull, who were the party's ¢s- 
cort from Washington City,,introduced the 
gentlemen to each other, and it was not long 
until General Phil Cook, who had served in 
the war and incongress with Mr. Mills, enter- 
ed into friendly converse relating to incidents 
of war and“™legislation, which soon made the 
whole party of listeners feel entirely at 
home. Mr. Mills is a Kentuckian by birth, 
but in young manhood removed to Texas, 
where he has since grown to be one 
of the most distinguished men 
in the country. He served in the 
late war as colonel of the Tenth Texas regi- 
ment. It was a member of his regiment who 
ffred the shot in the battle of the 22nd of July 
in south Atlanta, which killed the gallant Me- 
Pherson, who was the pride of General Sher- 
man’sarmy. One of Colonel Mills’s men ran 
up and reported to him that a general officer 
had been killed. Colonel] Mills at once ordered 
a detail to find the wounded officer, and take 
him to the rear where he could be properly 
cared for. In the meantime a movement had 
been made which threw the ground into the 
possession of the federals, and the dead Me- 
Pherson fell into the hands of his own people. 
Since the war Mr. Mills has served a con- 
itnuous term of fifteen years in congress. 
The record of the last year is too fresh in the 
minds of the people toneed repetition. When 
spoken to by the ConsTITUTION’s representa- 
tive upon the subject of politics he replied: 

“My position is such, that it is really un- 
necessary for me to be reported. It is well un- 
derstood, has been thoroughly debated and I 
do not desire to say anything upon it in ad- 
yance of my speech before the Chautauqua 
assemblage tomorrow night. In that speech I 
will be unhampered by conditions, and will 
speak freely and boldly.”’

He will carry the full republican 
strength, but not a vote will he get over that 
strength. On the contrary Mr. Cleveland is 
much stronger in the state than his party, and 
is likely to poll a stwonger yote than the rest 
of the ticket.” ;

THE THIRD DRUNK LAW

Declared by Ordinary Calhoun to be Against 
the Prineiples of Our State Government. 
A very important question, and one which 

has been agitating a great deal of interest 

ently, ke decided by Ordinary Calhoun 
ages morning. 

It was the validity of the third drank ordi- 
i the decision was that it was not 
valid. 

William Smith etal. asked for a writ of 
habeas corpus, setting forth their reasons be- 
fore the orninary, and claiming that the third 
drunk law was invalid. 

The ordinary after hearing the case dis- 
charged the prisoners and gaye his decision as 
published below: 

The case under consideration involves the 
validity of what is known as the third drunk 
ordinance. The petitioners were sentenced to 
ten days’ imprisonment in the guardhouse for 
being drunk the third time on the streets, and 
are confined therein serving out their sentences. 
No other element entered into the offense ex- 
cept drunkenness, 

here was no disorder or breach of the 
ace, or anything tending in that direction. 

Lhe ordinance provides that for the first drank 

the offender shall be fined not exceeding ten 

dollars; for the second drunk not exceeding 
fifty dollars, and forthe third drunk shall be 
imprisoned for a term not exceeding thirty 
davs. No discretion whatever is left the re- 
corder. If ‘the best and purest citizen 
of Atlanta, under the influence 
of some incontrollable and _ irresistable 
desire, or some great sorrow, or from any other 


cause, should resort to his cups and appear in-— 


toxicated for three times on the streets ; though 
he nay never have drank before his first vio- 
lation, and his conduct be irreproachable, the 
recorder would be compelled to imprison him 
by putting him behind the bars in one ®f the 
cells of the stationhouse, thereby disgracing 
him and his family, and doing the very best 
that could be done to make him in the future 
a common drunkard. 

Drunkenness is not acrime. Under our state 
statutes itis noteven a misdemeanor, aid is 
not punished at all. In most of the states it 
has been held that a man must become an 
habitual drunkard before he can be indicted. 

I think this ordinance goes beyond the laws 
and policy of this state in regard to this offense, 
and is in violation of the spirit, if not the letter, 
of our constitution in this, that the penalty in- 
flicted for the third offense is cruel and unus- 
ual. 

The very same penalty is prescribed for this 
offense, to-wit, imprisonment, that is provided 
under our state laws for crimes and misde 
meanors, offenses in which there are the ele- 
ments of viciousness and international wrong. 

While drunkenness on the public streets 
should be properly punished, I am convinced 
that we need reformatory institutions for the 
liquor habit more than we do prisons. Impris- 
onment is a very severe penalty. It is nextin 
order to corporal punishment and hanging. 

With these views, lam compelled to dis- 
charge the prisoners, and it is so ordered.

But this committee will do more—and just 
here the interesting part may be said to come 
in. 

They actually propose to discuss the advisa- 
bility of putting a ticket for governor and state 
heuse officers in the field.

CHICAGO, July 25—Wheat today made a net ad- 

vance ef 2c per bushel and closed at the top. The 

cercal was overdone by sellers yesterday and the 

strong reaction today was helped on today by good 

cable buying by foreign agents. Covering by a big 

line of little shorts, and stitl further strengthened 

by a very large decrease in the amount on passage, 

both to the Unitea Kingdom and the Continent, 

The export clearances also fayored the advance. 

With all these inducements to buy, the price was 

guickly forced up 2c over the closing price of last 

night. Then camea slight reaction, subsequently 

recovered, and, when the closing time came, the 

bulge was in full progress. The entire amount of 
wheat on passage has decreased about five million 

bushels in six weeks and the decrease this week was 
1,440,000 bushels. The clearances reported at tho 
Atlantic ports was 66,000 bushels at New York, 51,000 
bushels at Philadelphia and 72,000 bushels at Boston, 

a& total of 190,006 bushels. The flour exports added 
give an aggregate of 310,000 bushels—quite a bull 
factor in itself. The net increase in Minneapolis 
was but 50,000 qushels, and the damage to crops in 
certain sections of the northwest caused cash wheat 
to be firmly heid in that market, The range of 
prices here was: August 78%<c, up to 8044c with a re- 
action to 7934c, September 7#34c, up to 80%c. Wheat 
at the close wasthe session. August closed at 80%¢c, 
or 2c over the close yesterday. 

Corn did not react with the same strength as 
wheat.

The interviews which follow will best te] 
their own story: 

DR. GASTON TALKS. 

“T don’t think,” said Dr. J. M. Gaston 
“that there are more cases of typhoid here thi 
summer than there were last summer or the 
summer before. There is a general tendency 
I believe to ascribe the summer fevers to loeal 
causes, such as emanations from stagnant pools 
and defective sewers. There is little or noth 
ing in all that.

THE TYPHOID FEVER. 


The Wild Rumors Concerning its 
Existence. 


Run Down and Proventohbe Groundless— 
Official Statement Made—The 
Hfealth of the City. 


There have been several deaths from typhoid 
fever in Atlanta recenily. 

Nervous people feel uneasy, and rumors of 
its extension are prevalent. 

In order to get at thejtruth of the matter, 
THE CONSTITUTION yesterday made diligent 
inquiry from first sources, with most gratify- 
ing results. 

There is nomore fever in the city than is 
neufll in this and al) other places at this season 
of the year. In fact, the death rate for the 
two last months is considerably lower than 
the death rate in the same period last year, 
notwithstanding the increased population. Dr. 
Baird, the chairman of the board of health, 
settles this matter absolutely by an appeal to 
the facts. The other doctors agree with him 
and confirm his statements as to the freedom 
of the city not only from fever, but from all 


other diseases. 

The interviews which follow will best tell 
their own story:

Facts Which Cannot Be Upset. 


The clinching argument against fears of 
typhoid fever was given by Dr. Baird, chair- 
man of the board of health: Said he:

ale ee: While there are neces- 

me cases.ol lever. in the: city,. the rec- 
ords show’ that ‘there is no more 


that the population is greater than ever 
before. It must have occurred to each one, in 
reach of his own information, that many of 
the cases of the last six weeks have been im- 
ported. There is a great deal of ignorant clas- 
sification. The disease is one of slow growth. 
The apprehensions of feverish persons wha 
talk about. developing typhoid, if they could 
be traced up, would show that the resultant 
disease was one of another type. There is no 
use in disguising facts, and if the disease ex- 
isted the truth would be told. 

‘Typhoid fever is propagated mostly through 
drinking. The discharres from the body of a 
person afflicted with typhoid fever impreg- 
nates the water, and thus reach other victims. 
Epidemics of fever have resulted but from one 
case, when the impurity was located at the 
head of the water supply. The case of Bethle- 
hem, Pennsylvania, is an illustration, Cases, 
too, occur in the cityor county for which no 
reason can be assigned. Some of the worst 
epidemics known have occurred in isolated 
country regions. As favorably situated as At- 
lanta is, there is the least possible cause for 
fear. « 

“Without undertaking togive my individual 
opinion, the official records will speak for 
themselves. In June, 1887, there were three 
white and four colored deaths from typhoid 
fever. In the same month this year the deaths 
were whites three and colored three, or one 
less. The fact that there aresofew colored 
deaths from this disease is the strongest evi- 
dence of its non-existence. The colored peo- 
ple are prone to intestinal complaints; they 
are more subject to the unfavorable condi- 
tions which preduce the fever, and 
they have the poorest medical attention and 
nursing. Yet, notwithstanding all this, in the 
midst of the unfavorable season, only three 
such deaths in one month are reported from a 
black population of over 20,000. Thesrecord 
for July of ithis year is not yet complete, but 
it shows sixteen deaths from typhoid fever 
against eighteen last year. Of these sixteen 
deaths, two, at least, were brought here 
from other places to _ die. In 1887 
there were total] 151 deaths in May, as against 
118 in May of this year, while the June record 
shows 157 in 1887, and 159 in June of this

“As to the sanitary condition of the city itis 
fairly satisfactory. The city council has 
granted the necessary money asked for,*and 
work of cleaning up the lots is prosecuted 
vigorously. 6,500 lots are visited regularly. 
The sewers are flushed successfully at proper 
intervals. My firm opinion, based on actual 
facts, is that Atlanta is, all the year round, 
the healthiest city in the union, and if I 
anted a place to spend the summer months, 
should unhesitatingly choose Atlanta.”’

The day was spent pleasantly in conversa- 
tion with cach other and their friends who 
were with them, and the reunicn, though a 
small one, was as happy as could be.
